Senator Reed declared the admin- 
istration was committed to return of 
the troops and had-carried out only 
in part the pledge made by President 
Harding in the 1920 campaign. The 
senator éstimated that American oc- 
cupation of the Rhineland had cost 
more than $275,000,000, on which ac- 
count Germany had paid about $34,- 
000,000. He added there was “very 
little prospects of getting any more 
from Germany, at least 2s long as 
France continues to stand in the way 
with her insistence on @ prior claim.”

SAYS ANGORA PACT 
ONLY WAY OUT. 

Paris, January 6.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—‘‘We can make peace 
only on the terms of the Angora na- 
tional pact. If the allies do not ac- 
cept, the consequences will not be upon 
us,” said Ferid Bey, representative of 
the Angora government, whose return 
to Paris from Lausanne for three 
days has given weight to the report 
that the fate of the Near East confer- 
ence may possibly be decided here. 

One of the objects of Ferid’s visit, 
it is understood, was to determine 
whether France continues to stand 
with England in the latter’s attitude 
toward the Turks at Lausanne. He 
is said to have received the impres- 
sion here that the recent divergence 
of views betwen France and Great 
Britain over the reparations questions 
has not changed the united front of 
the two powers at Lausanne. 

Ferid’s visit is understood to have 
two other objects: first, in connection 
with the Mosul oil dispute, and sec- 
ond, to discuss with Krench officials 
and bankers the financial clauses of 
the proposed treaty, Ferid’s plan of 
whieh aroused the ire of the allied 
experts in Lausanne. 

Ferid proposed to distribute the debt 
of the Ottoman “empire among Tur- 
key, Syria, Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine, this debt to include the obliga- 
tions dating from 1918, whereas the 
allies wish to make the date from 
1914, with the enffre debt remaining 
under the administration of the pres- 
ent Turkish government only.

Automatic Phone Exchange | 


_Shown to Newspaper Men 


The automatic telephone exchange 
that will be used in connection with 
the installations of automatic tele- 
phones in Atlanta is nearing com- 
pletion. 

Officials of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone company showed a party of 
newspaper men from The Constitu- 
tion through the new plant Saturday, 
after luncheon Wwas served in the 
company’s splendidly equipped cafe- 
teria. 

The new building that houses the, 
new exchange, and also the Ivy, is 
located at 25 Auburn avenue, and is 
the last word in plant structures, re- 
sembling the dignified styles of archi- 
tecture used generally by banking in- 
stitutions, 

No Operator Eliminated. 

When the installation is complete 
and the telephones cut over, it will 
not eliminate a single operator, but 
merely will make room for the hun- 
dreds of new telephones that are 
wanted by the patrons. ‘ihe operator 
displaced by the machines will go to 
tLe Walnut exchange. 

The Constitution party was escort- 
ed through the labyrinth of relays, 
repeater coils, dynamos, batteries, 
what looked like hundreds of miles 
of wires, and many other things 
the names of which could be remem- 
bered only by a telephone engineer, 
and where a,“mere newspaper man’ is 
hopelessly “out of luck,” by B. B. 
Copeland, new district plant chief, 
and W. W. Anderson, of the commer- 
cial department. 

A telephone call, as it will travel 
under the automatic system, was 
traced from the point where the thou- 
sands of little wires in the cables are 
brought into the office, to the pgint 
where the call re-enters the cable 
on its way to the eailed point. 

From the main frame the call goes 
to what is called a “line-finder frame. 
There are 17 of these frames, 15 banks 
of phone terminals to each frame, and 
20 phones to a bank, ‘There are 60 
selector reds to each frame. This 
gives a maximum capacity of 5,100 
phones for this new exchange. It will 
not be started at maximum capacity, 


wever, 

- Contact Is Made. 

When a person with an automatic 
phone lifts his receiver from the hook, 
one of these selector rods automat- 
ically runs up the bank until it is op- 
posite the terminal of the calling 
phone, when a contact is made,’ 

The call then goes through an intri- 
cate system of relays to the trunking 
frame. It is here that the route the 
eall will take is settled. If the call 
is to a Main, Ivy or other manually 
operated exchange, this little machine 
automatically switches it to the prop- 
er line, and our attractive little girl 
does the rest. 

But, if the call is headed in the di- 
rection of another WAlnut phone, the 
work is only just begun. 

From here the call next hits the 
sender, composed of eight selector 
switches, and an almost uncountable 
number of relays to each sender. Each 
sender takes the place of a “human 
being’ operator. There are 152 of 
these “operators” in the exchange. 

As the telephone user “dials” the 
desired number, these selector switch- 
es “set’’ themselves, and hold that 
setting until the “village gossip” fin- 
ishes that “half-hour tete-a-tete” when 
it returns to the neutral position and 
is ready to handle that fire or mur- 
der or other rush business call, 

Routed to Incoming Frame. 

From here the call is routed to the 

incoming frame, where another set of

The call is then ready to leave 
the building, back through the main 
frame to the cables and to the phone 
called. It is the sender that does the 
ringing, or in case the line is busy, 
tells you so with a pecuttar sounding 
buzzer, somewhat like the “busy” sig- 
nal in the “buman being” exchange. 

Every imaginable contingency has 
been provided for. If a person lifts 
a receiver from a hook and fails to 
complete the “dialing” of the num- 
bey, the sender automatically switches 
the call.to a monitor who is on duty 
to instruct in the proper way to make 
a call. 

There is an automatic test set, 
which runs all of the time. It goes 
over each line, each frame, each bank, 
and each everything else until it hap- 
pens to find something that is out of 
order. It then stops and a bell rings 

All that is necessary then is for a 
maintenance man to go over to the 
test set and see what the trouble 
happens ‘to be, and fix it.

Washington, January 6.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.) ngress- 
man W. D. Upshaw, of Georgia, to- 
day extended his war on violators of 
the Volstead act by introducing in 
the house a bill providing that pur- 
chaserg of intoxicating liquors shall 
be subject to the same punishment as 
those illegally selling the contraband 
goods.

Upshaw said the bill “simply makes 
a moral crime a legal crime by put- 
ting both buyer and seller in jail 
together.” Pointing to the recent 
statement of the president that the 
violation of the prohibition laws 
“Savors of a nationwide scandal,” he 
said his measure was intended to help 
remedy existing conditions by giving 
the law a greater application. 

“I am simply trying to uphold the 
hands of the president,” the state- 
ment read. “He wisely called a con- 
ference of governors to take counsel 
looking to a better enforcement of this 
law. The bootlegger who produces 
this national scandal could not* ply 
his criminal trade without the moral 
crime of his patron. 

See “Equal Rights.” 

“T am merely applying that fine 
old American doctrine of ‘equal rights 
to all and special privileges to none.’ ” 

Representative Upshaw’s bill fol- 
lows : 

“Be it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress as- 
| sembled : 

“Section 1. That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to purchase or in 
any manner accept any’ intoxicating 
liquor from any other person not au- 
| thorized by law to make such aale 
or delivery of such liquor; ~ 

“Section 2. That any person who 
purchases or in any manner accepts 
any intoxicating liquor from any per- 
son not authorized by law to make 
such sale or delivery of such liquor, 
shall be punished in the same manner 
as is now provided by law for per- 
sons unlawfully selling intoxicating 
liquor: Provided, however, that any 
person called on behalf of the United 
States government to testify concern- 
ing any violation of this act, who 
shall give freely and truthfully any 
testimony tending in any way to in- 
criminate himself, shall be immune 
from: prosecution under this act.” 


Think It Joke. 


Commenting on the measure later, 
certain members of congress were 
wont to look upon the last proviso as 
a joker, which would defeat the pur- 
pose of the bill. It was contended 
that the immunity from prosecutien 
given persons who testified as to thetr 
violations of the proposed law would 
offer a loophole to that class of viola- 
tors, 

Anyone guilty of breaking the law 
'as proposed could claim immunity 
| from prosecution and escape punish- 
ment simply by admitting that he had 
violated the act, it was suggested.

‘phasis that the present unstabilized 
condition of Europe was due directly 


to the failure of the United States 

to accept the treaty of Versailles. 
Senator Nelson was addressing the 

chamber in connection with the Reed 


resdlution calling upon the president 


to effect an immediate return of 
American soldiers now in Europe. He 
oppesed bringing the troops home, 
and ridiculed the attitude assumed by 
irreconeilable senators relative to “‘en- 
tangling alliances.” 

He said political eonditions must 
he stabilized before economic condi- 
tions can be stabilized, adding he was 
satisfied in his own mind that “if 
we had entered the league of na- 
tions, and had accepted the treaty of 
Versailles, instead of trying to sneak 
under it by piecemeal, as some of us 
have been — lately, conditions 
would have been far better in Eu- 


rope than they are today.” 


“T have been surprised at the at-

We were the strong, the rich 
country, and we attained such a posi- 
tion in the war that if we had been 
a member of the league of nations, 
if Uncle Sam had shaken his head 
to the powers of Europe, our advice 
would have been taken, and we would 
have controlled the whole situation. 

“This may be a sort of funeral ora- 
tion on the days of the past, and yet 
I felt then, I feel now, that the great- 
est mistake in the world war that we 
did not adopt that treaty of peace, 
with some amendments, particularly 
as ‘to article ten, and others. If we 
had done that, conditions in the world 
today would have been much better 
than they are now. I do not like this 
peanut polities about what a great 
danger it is to leave a thousand Amer- 
ican soldiers over there in Europe, 
what a horrible thing it is to leave 
a thousagd model American soldiers 
over there to stabilize conditions.” 


New Victor Records 
Feature Many Opera 
And Concert Celebrities 


There is an interesting group of 
soprano solos amomg the first record 
releases for 1923. Lucrezia Bori sings 
Juliet’s Waltz Song from Gounod’s 
opera on Shakespeare's famous drama 
Geraldine Farrur sings a lovely com- 
position of ©Dvorak—‘Songs My 
Mother Tanght Me.” ® Galli-Curci 
sings that perhaps most famous of 
Puceini’s arias, “Someday He'll 
Come,” from Madame Butterfly. And 
another of Pucini’s most dramatic, 
emotional scenes is interpreted by 
Maria Jeritza—the famous “Vissi 
darte” (Love and Music) from 
‘"Tosea.” 

The fragrance of some long for- 

gotten pressed flower suggests the 
character of De Gogorza’s latest rec- 
ord, *“Madeline.” 
The kind of air that has earned 
for opera the épithet “grand” is “Ah, 
per sempre’ (To Me Forever Lost) 
from I Puritani. To those who love 
opera this record by De Luea will 
come as a marvel. . 

There are Spanish dances and Span- 
ish dances, but the one of which 
Jascha Heifetz makes a new Victor 
record is probably unlike any Span- 
ish dance you ever heard. Fritz 
Kreisler has arranged it, and as 
played, it is absolutely and thrillingly 
Spanish—with some unusual effeéts. 

I'ritz Kreisler has chosen to call a 
composition of his own (the subject 
of his latest record) by the title of 
that famous Thirteenth-Century 
French classic, “Aucassin and Nico- 
lette,” 

So completely is Mischa Ellman’s 
time absorbed by-his recitals that 
while his engagement to Miss Mil- 
dred Stone, of New York, was re- 
cently announced, he won't find time 
to’ wed until June next. This is his 
manager's dictum. 

John MeUormack’s latest record 
on the January Victor list will please 
his entire following—a song in a 
lyric meter familiar to all lovers of 
Irish poesy, “Mother in Treland.” 

By many cherished as the noblest 
of Liszt’s orchestral works, ‘“‘Les Pre- 
ludes’”’ was inspired by the historic 
phrase of Lamartine, “what is our 
life but a succesison of preludes to 
that unknown song whose first note 
is sounded by death?’ The records 
this month include parts 1 and 2, by 
Willem Mengelberg and Philharmonic 
orchestra on two new Victor records 
for January. 

Among. his mementoes Paderewski 
treasures a piano pedal, plated in 
gold and inscribed with the names of 
the captain and offieers of H. M. S. 
Concord. This was the cruiser on 
which the great pianist-statesman 
traveled from England to Danzig in 
December, 1915, on his way to War- 
saw. In the cramped ward-room was 
a sinall, upright piano on which Pad- 
erewski played for the crew at their 
request. So ramshackle was the in- 
Strument that the sustaining pedal 
broke under the artist’s foot, and this 
is the pedal which was subsequegtly 
plated andepresented to him. 

Almost like’ first exercises for little 
fingers are two quaint little piano 
pieces by Grieg which Rachmaninoff 
plays on one of the new records, Two 
medley waltzes on a new Victor dance 


dance orchestra to the Victor, follow- 
ing the Serenaders. 

Appropriately it makes its bow 
with two waltzes, the first by Victor 
Herbert, “A Kiss in the Dark” from 
“Orange Blossoms,” the second 
“Waltz Is Made for Love’ from the 
“Yarkee Princess.” ‘ Both are slower 
than the so-called old-fashioned waltz, 
which really was not so very slow. 

Two medley fox trots based on Rus- 
sian music are contributions of the 
International Novelty orchesfra. 
“ "T'was in the Month of May” is a 
Russian folk-song in Broadway trap- 
pings, from Nikita Balieff’s “Chauve- 
Souris.” 

Two of the smoothest Whiteman 
records we have heard are his latest— 
“The Yankee Princess” and “Sweet- 
heart Lane,” both medley foxtrots. 

A brace of staple foxtrots are pro- 
vided by the Benson Orchestra of Chi- 
cago. “The World Is Waiting for 
the Sunrise,” and “Tomorrow Morn- 
ing.’ 

Never think that jazz is dead. Two 
foxtrots by Paul Whiteman from Ir- 
ving Berlin’s “Music Box Revue” are 
an immediate refutation of any such 
pronouncement. ““Pack Up Your Sins” 
and “Crinoline Days” ably illustrate 
the Whiteman group principle that 
harmony is possible where only melody 
was present, before Whiteman’s day. 
_ Of Feodor Chaliapin’s first recital 
in New York city this year a local 
critic remarked: “He sang the ‘Volga 
Boatman’s Song,’ and was forced to 
repeat it. Seldom has Carnegie hall 
rung as it did after his first singing 
of this favorite . . . In ten minutes 
he was portraying a dozen different 
emotions.” Two of the solos that 
this great Russian sang on this occa-

Now He’s Earning Living, 
Aiding Organization’s 
Work in Atlanta. 


| A month ago a 22-year-old youth 
| was repairing the motors of a road 
/ gang in a south Georgia county. Sat- 
'urday he Was at work driving a Sal- 
vation Army truck through Atlanta’s 
| streets, gathering up old newspapers, 
‘clothing, and furniture. 

‘Staff-Captain Ferdinand Braun, in 
‘charge of the men’s socral work of the 
Army in the south, is responsible for 
the youth being given a parole after 
serving two years and five months on 
a five year sentence. Now in place of 
working from daylight to\dark and 
then sleeping in a tent, the Boy drives 
his truck into the Army garage, and 
goes home where his mother is wait- 
ing with a hot meal. They live near 
the men’s hotel out on Luckie street 
and every evening they come over to 
the Army’s prayer meeting. Then the 
| boy goes to bed and is fast forgetting 
the nightmare of the last two years. 

Staff Braun heard about the boy 
through his mother, who came often 
to the Army meetings. She claimed, 
and the boy claimed, that he was inno- 
eent of crime. He had been arrested 
with another man for stealing an auto- 
mobile. Despite his plea of innocence, 
| supported by the man with whom he 
'was arrested, he was given a sentence 
of from three to five years. 

When the boy’s mother told Staff 
Braun about the case he investigated 
the circumstances and then asked the 
prison commission for a parole, which 
was granted. This was then forward- 
el to Ensign Clarence Lever, at that 
time stationed in Savannah, but re- 
cently transferred to Atlanta. 

The Ensign and the youth arrived 
in Atlanta for Christmas.

Under the present system the gov- 
orner is nominated in September, 
elected in November, but is not inau- 
gurated into office until June, when 
the legislature meets. 

Mr. Walker proposes that the leg- 
islature meet for not more than ten 
days in the early part of January, 
inaugurate the goverrior and all other 
state officials, elect a president 
the Senate and speaker of the house, 
appoint standing committees and ad- 
journ until the regular session be- 
gins in June. 

It is pointed,out that under this 
proposal, the regular legislative com- 
mittees would have five months in 
which to thoroughly familiarize them- 
selves with pending legislative and 
all problems which would come be- 
fore them. They would thus be all 
ready for jumping into active work, 
without any delay, as soon as the 
récular June session began. 

Also, the governor and other offi- 
eials would not be compelled to mark 
time for nine months, as at py tent, 
while the issues on which the pri- 
mary campaigns were fought, grow 
stale and ‘are largely forgotten by the 
people, 

It is not proposed, it pointed 
out, to lengthen the time the legisla- 
ture is in session, the number of days 
they met in Janunrv being deducted 
from the regular midsummer session.

BY AMERICAN ADVICE 


America . Well As Other Nations Must 
Pay Price if Chaos in Europe Is to be:

Washington, January 6.—Senator Borah’s resolution by calling for 
4 new Washington conference to discuss the European economic situation, 
with the frank recognition that American prosperity is intimately bound 
up with European restoration, obviously serves as a point of departure 
for a new discussion of the situation itself. Vague as is the character 
of the senator’s resolution and indefinite as his later statements have 
been, it is still fairly clear that what he has in mind is a new exploration 
of the European economic territory with a view to discovering what 
interest we may have in assisting Europe and what form our assistance 
can take, 

But at the outset the Borah resolution presupposes that the situ- 
ation in Europe requires investigation and that under American auspices 
an investigation may bring to light unknown factors or establish facts 
now under dispute. The same idea seems to have underlain the earlier 
proposal for an American cammission to investigate in Germany the 
German capacity to pay-allied ‘reparations, In point of fact this is only 
to deal with one half, and the less troublesome beaneca of the question.

The purpose of the proposed meet-

—Continuance of harmonious 
relations with the major leagues un- 
der the major and minor leagues’ 
agreement entered into is expected by 
the Southern league, thus John D. 
Martin, president of the Southern 
league, expressed himself tonight in 
-declaring the policy of the league re- 
garding the recent decision of the 
inajors not to send players to the 
ininors unless they are later subject 
to draft. 

The Southern league accepted the 
draft propositions of the majors un- 
der the agreement at the time of its 
adoption and has been working ami- 
cably and in good faith and expects 
to continue the present relations, 
stated President Martin. 

The majors recently decided not to 
send players to the minors unless 
they were later subject to draft. This 
was considered by the non-draft 
leagues as a move by the majors te 
force ‘them into the draft or seek 
other sources for players. There has 
been considerable talk and specula- 
tion as to what move the leagues 
not in. the draft agreement would 
make. 

The Southern league is anparently 
satisfied with the draft conditions as 


the result of a change made in the 
draft clause. Formerly when the ma- 
‘jors drafted a player from the South- 
ern league they paid $2,000 cash and 
fan additional &2.000 if the player 
was retained after May 15. If the 
player was not retained after May 
15, the club from which he was 
drafted had first call upon the player 
at the price of $2,000. 

The ruling was changed so that the 
majors pay the full draft price of 
84,000 when the draft is allowed and 
the player becomes the outright prop- 
erty of the club he was drafted by. 

President Martin stated that exist- 
ing conditions were satisfactory to the

Lust year 580 miles of highways 
were completed in South Carolinz. 
Major Thomas’ figures showed. Or 
the total, eighty miles were of hard 
surface construection—concrete, plain 
or asphaltic—while the remaining 501, 

miles were of the top soil or sand 
clay types. Uncompleted highway 
projects for which contracts have 
already been awarded were said to 
comprise thirty miles of hard surfaced 
roads and 330 of sand clay and te» 
soil construction, while projects that 
have been mapped out, but for whie! 
contracts have not yet been let, total 
500 miles of sand clay and top soil 
highways. 

Construction costs of six ma jo. 
bridge projects swelled the total ex- 
penditure for last year and proposed 
expenditure for this year, according to 
Major Thomas’ statement. Two of 
these bridges were classed as con. 
pleted in 1922, They are the Edisto 
bridge, which was actually open ty 
traffic Shortly before January 1 
1922, and the Wateree bridge, which 
Will be thrown open to traffic early 
this year. ‘The cost of these two struc- 
tures was $228,924. The Wateree

Work on Bridges 

Four major bridges were reported 
at the end of 1922 as partly complet 
ed, at a cost of $438,076, this sum 
representing the money actually spent 
for the amount of work completed 
This total, with the cost of the two 
completed structures, made the ex- 
penditure for bridge work $667,000 
for the year. The estimated cost of 
completing the four bridges now under 
Way is $500,000. The bridges will

Uther important bridge jee 
are scheduled to get Rese hin waa 
at a cost of $1,400,000. One of these 
is the Ashley river bridge at Charles. 
ton, which will cost $800,000, while 
the other will span the Savannah 
river ‘at Savannah, which will] cost 
000,000. The South Carolina. state 
highway department has allocated 
220,000 of federal aid funds to the 
Ashley river structure, and $150,000 
to the Savannah river project. Part 
of the cost of this latter bridge will 
be borne by the State of Georgia. 

_ . Itemize Work. 

The eighty miles of hard-surfaced 
roads built last year cost $1,992,000 
or un average of $24,025 a mile. The 
v0U0 miles of roads of less permanent 
type cost $3,321,670, an average of 
>0,043 for each mile. The total cost 
}of the highways, exclusive of the six 
major bridge projects but inclusive of 
all other bridges, was $5,243,673. The 
total spent on the major bridges was 
S067,000, making the grand total for 
the year $5,910,673. 

Construction work for 1923, for 
which contracts -have been awarded. 
will cost less than the same kind of 
construction did last year. Hard sur- 
faced roads will cost $24,000 a mile. 
while’ sand clay and top soil roads 
will cost $5,000 a mile. | 

The various couties of the state 
spent last year a total of $961,000 of 
their own funds for permanent hard 
surfaced highways, according to Major 
Thomas’ statement. An equal amoun: 
was expended from county and federni 
aid funds. These figures, Major 
Thomas said, were estimates, but suf- 
ficient information was at hand to 
indicate that they were in the near 
neighborhood of the exact amounts. 
_Of the sand clay and top soil roads. 
fifty miles were built with state funds 
left over from the revenue produced 
by the two-mill road tax of 1921, 
which was not imposed by the state 

legislature in 1922. County funds 
| alone financed 160 miles of these roads, 
| while county funds, supplemented. by 
feleral aid, financed the building of 
/ 290 miles, 

| The width of the hard surface: 
roads is from sixteen to eighteen feet, 
| Major Thomas said, adding that all of 
| the roads to be built in the future 
Will have that width as a minimum.

|The conerete roads are six inches

But if France can be assured pay- 
ments by Germany directly or by in- 
loans based upon Ger- 
many’s eventual capacity to pay, she | 
will not aet against Germany. ‘The! 
problem is to protect France from 
bankruptcy resulting from German de- 
struction during the war and Gerinan 
evasion of proper and possible pay- 
ments since the war. But at the 
'same time it is equally necessary to 
| protect Germany against excessive de- 

mands and against military coercion. 

American intervention cannot take 
the form of a military alliance or guar- 
antee, that possibility has been re- 
| moved. It cannot be in the shape of 

more government loans to Europe, 
whether it be to Germany or France.

Increased Wages. 
According to information made pub- 
lic this week by the National Indus- 
trial Conference board, a nation-wide 
survey of wage changes in twenty- 
three representative basic industries 
shows that from July to the end of 
September, the latest available fig- 
urs, there was an increase of 3.4 per 
cent in wages with the tendency still 
upward. At the close of September 
the average hourly wage was $0.499 or 
108 per cent above the pre-war level. 
This week the National Association 
of Manufacturers declared that the 
present prosperity of the nation is 
menaced by the labor shortage brought 
about by immigration restriction.

| ASTWARD the line of Twenty- 
| 4}| fourth street flowed evenly like

The Mass of White Wealth That Lies on the Ocean's Floor to Be Picked Up by the Black Divers of the 
Paumotian Islands—The “Dream Ship” Threads a Maze of the Coral Islands — The Continent 


That Lies at Bottom of the Sea. 


(EDITOR'S NOTE—This is the lasf of a 
series of three articles, each recounting a 
leg of the famous “Cruise of the Dream 
Ship.”) 


HINK of any place ii) the world 
that you have seen, and an atoll 
is different. It is the fairy ring 
of the sea. Out of the depths it 
comes, rearing a vegetation and 
people of its own, and often into 
the depths it goes, leaving no 


trace, 

Imagine a circular beach of glistening 
coral, sand and green vegetation from five 
to fifty yards wide, thrust up through the 
sea for all the world-like a hedge, and en- 
closing a garden of coral fronds submerged 
under water so still and clear as to be 
hardly visible, and you have an atoll as |! 
saw it from the masthead. 


And there were myriads of them—big 
atolls, little atolls, fat and thin atolls—fad- 
ing away into the shimmering heat haze of 
the horizon. The fairies must have been 
mighty busy down this way. 

It is sunrise, and already the pearling 
canoes are putting out from the vilfge and 
scurrying to the fishing grounds over the 
glassy surface of the lagoon. 

A fine people, these of the atoltls—up- 
Standing, deep of chest, a race of mermen 
if ever there was one. From birth up, if 
they are not in the water they are on it or 
as close to it as they can get. 
inland and they die. So they squat on 
their canoe outriggers smoking, chaiting, 
laugning, until the spirit moves them 
(nothing else will), and one of their rum- 
ber drops from sight, feet first, wit) hard- 
ly a ripple. 

You look down and you see him, as 
though through green-tinted giass, crouci- 
ed on the sioping floor of the lagoon. He 
is plucking oysters as one ¢ 
flowers in a garden.

The man of the atolls is in a world of his 
own where none but his kind can follow, 
and they still squat on their outriggers, 
chatting and laughing like a crowd of boys 
at a swimming pool.

One alone seems interested in the diver’s 
movements; his mate, a fair-skinned wom- 
an, with streaming blue-black hair, leans 
over the gunwale of the canoe, looking 
down through a kerosene tin water-glass.

In what way this whistle helps matters 
it is impossible to say, but whether a habit, 
9 pose or an aid in the regaining of breath, 
it is universal throughout the Paumotus;

With the people of the atolls the ability 
to remain under water for long periods is 
more than an art; it is second nature. [n- 
stinctively, they do just those things that 
make one breath suffice for three minutes 
and sometimes four. 

Preparatory to a descent they do not 
take a deep breath and hold it until the 
surface is reached again. They fill their 
lungs with a normal amount of air, which 
tasts them about a minute and a half; the 


Other minute and a hali is ccrecupied in its 
exhalation, , 

Then, too, every movement below wa- 
ter is made with the utmost conservation 
of energy; yet a good diver can bring up a 
hundred and fifty kilos of shell in a day, 
which means in the neighborhood of six 
nundred francs. 

And it is just these same nimble franes 
that tempt the Paumotan to abase his tal- 
ents, even as others are tempted the world 
over. For the sake of a few more shells, 
another cluster a little farther down, he 
remains below just that trifle longer than 
is good for him, and in time it tells. The 
eyes become bloodshot and start from the 
head, he goes deaf, or paralysis seizes him. 

But the women are the worst, a sun- 
baked trader informed me; “the warst or

There are pearl buyers from Paris and 
London, representatives of  shell-buying 
concerns from Europe and America; Brit- 
ish, Chinese and Indian traders, speculative 
Schooner skippers and supercargoes, not 
to mention the riff-raff of the beaches, all 
intent On pickings from the most prolific 
pearling islands in the South Pacific 

And this is the law of the group—in- 
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ing apparatus is 
the group. The oyster, as he brings it from 
the water, is the diver’s property. He 
Must open the shell aboard his canoe be- 


fore touching land, remove the flesh, and, 
after testing it for pearls (usually by 
kneading it so thoroughly between finger 
and thumb as to crush the life out of it), 
throw it back into the lagoon to propagate 
its species. Should he find a pearl, it is 
his also. 

From the buyer’s point of view, thie 
sooner and the deeper he gets a good 
diver into his debt the better. He then 
has some hold. Consequently, he spoon- 
feeds his selected divers like the infants 
that they are. Tinned delicacies of all sorts, 
Prince Albert suits of unbelievable thick- 
ness and cut, silk socks and stockings are 
a good diver’s for the asking during the 
closed season. 

With shell at $1,000 a ton in Philadel- 
phia (the largest consumer at the present 
time), and pearls soaring to apparently 
limitless heignts, all will be well when work 
Starts.

Sighted the group, but decided not to pro- 
a as there are no lights on these out- 
lyitg reefs, and we had been warned by 
every island skipper of consequence that a 
vessel “sights” and “hits” one of them as 
near Simultaneously as no matter. So we 
hove-to on the tail-end, the very mildly 
wagging tail-end, of southernly-buster,” 
and turned in. 

Throughout the night we took it in turns 
to go on deck at intervals and see that 
we were ‘7 drifting on to anything, and, 
Save for the eternal.dirge of the sea that 
fills the night in the vicinity of any group 
of South Pacific islands, all was well. Yet 
with the sudden sunlight of dawn in these 
latitudes, we stood aghast at the scene con- 
fronting us: on all sides waves, an ap- 
parently complete circle of breaking comb- 
ers, their emerald-green bodies and white- 
capped heads flashing in the sun. To all 
appearances we were as effectually trapped 
as a rat in a cage. Yet how was the thing 
possible? If there were an inlet into this 
inferno of reefs there must assuredly be 
an outlet. 


"THE engine was called upon and respond- 
ed nobly. During that day we Sys- 
tematically searched for a loophole, of es- 
cape, and found none, until toward eve- 
ning we glided through a passage no more 
than fifty yards wide, and to our intense 
relief found that it led to the open sea. 

While hove-to the previous night the 
Dream Ship must have executed a miracle 
by drifting into a narrow-necked horseshoe 
of coral; that was all, And to some it may 
appear that we were an unconscionable 
time in finding a way out, but for the bene- 
fit of such I would point out that the in- 
side of the horseshoe, as is often the case, 
was littered with broken reefs, each form- 
ing an apparent outlet which on closer 
inspection proved to be nothing of the sort. 
In short, I,would commend those with a 
taste for maze-solving to visit the Friendly 
islands. 

In this connection a most enthralling 
theory engages the attention of the South 
sea Student. It is his firm belief that what 
is now the ‘“‘milky way’’ of the Pacific was 
at one time a vast coral and volcanic con- 
tinent; that it has subsided here, ahd been 
upheaved or erupted there, until broken 
into a myriad fragments, and that the day 
may still come when nature will elect to 
raise them from the deep, welded once 
more into a mightly whole.

EHIND the scenes of the most 
Spectacular political drama that 
England has witnessed since the 
days of Gladstone, the will of 
a masterful woman has been ex- 
erted—silently but with 
effectiveness. This woman is 
the Countess Bathurst, the only member 
of her sex in the world who is the sole 
owner and director of a great newspaper, 


and, as such, perhaps the most potent 
feminine force in politics today. 
With the exception of Andrew Bonar

Looking for a Consort for His Royal Master, King Boris, I11.—Candidates Must Be Pretty—and Rich. 


There'll Be Certain Financial Arrangements to Discuss.

LEXANDER STAMBOULISKY, the 
one-time peasant who is Prime 
Minister of Bulgaria and perhaps 
the most colorful of European 
statesmen, is a man with a fond- 
ness for doing things that startle 
by their boldness and unconven- 
tionality. He sprang a big surprise on the 
diplomatic world of Europe by appointing a 
mere girl—pretty Najedja Stancioff, the 27- 
year-old daughter of the Bulgarian Minister 
to England—to be first secretary of his 
country’s legation in Washington, and now, 
it seems, he has another notion under his 
hat which, if it materializes, will provide the 
world generally and the United States 
particularly with a sensation of the first 
magnitude. 

M, Stamboulisky is going to pay a visit 
to the United States, probably in the spring 
of next Year. Bulgaria, which owes its re- 
birth as a nation largely to Stamboulisky, is 
grateful to America for not having declared 
war on her in common with her late and 
much detested allies, Germany and Austria, 
and Bulgaria’s premier is anxious to express 
the nation’s thankfulness. 

That, however, is not the chief business 
that will take M. Stamboulisky across the 
Atlantic. He is going to the United States 
also to see if he can find a queen for 
Bulgaria there. Bulgaria has a good-looking 
young king, His Majesty Boris IIl., and her 
king needs a consort. Incidentally Bulgaria 
needs money. She has nothing worth 
talking about in her national coffers and 
she has debts to the hefty amount of $450,- 
300,000. Wily Stamboulisky has an idea that 
among the fair daughters of Uncle Sam who 
have, to put it slangily, nothing but, there

HAT is wrong with my child’s 
diet?’”’ is a question that the anx- 
ious mother frequently asks the 
doctor. She would like it very 
much if the doctor by looking in- 
tently at ‘the child, poking it and 
prodding it gently and examining 


its throat and feeling its mus- 
cles, would give a definite answer. 
the question, however, is one thag any 


intelligent, conscientious mother ough? to 
be able to answer for herself, The doctor 
may not be able to detect the results of. 
faulty diet and improper cooking. Cer- 
tainly he seldom has opportunity to know 
the methods of her kitchen. Don’t wait 
until you have to call the doctor—even if 
your child or your children are as well 
as average children, ask yourself these 
questions: ~ 

“Is the cereal cooked long enough? 

Don't be misled by the directions on the 
labels of the cereals you use. These di- 
rections usually give. the minimum time 
cooking—for adults, not for children. 
Oatmeal, corn meal and heavy cereals gen- 
erally should be cooked four hours .or 
more. This can conveniently be done over 
night in a fireless cooker. It can be cooked 
the afternoon before and reheated ii the 
morning. Lighter cereals should be cooked 
two hours—longer cooking will not in- 
jure them. The treacherous thing about 
undercooked cereals is that no ill effects 
may be detected from them for many, 
many months. But serious c<nd difficult 
intestinal troubles may result eventually 
from them. If your chiid develops colitis, 
you may be sure that one of the ques- 
tions the doctor will ask is this: ‘Mother, 
has the child been eating under- 
cooked cereals?’’ : 

Does your child have enough vegetables 
—fresh vegetables when possible? 

Don’t excuse yourself because your 
child does not seem to. like vegetables. 
Try to tempt him with a variety of vege- 
table for which he has a positive anti- 
pathy. From some good book on chil- 
dren's diet get a list of all vegetables that 
are suitable to a child the age of yours. 
Go through the list, Certainly some will 
appeal to him. Serve vegetables in small 
portions. Don’t pile his plate with them. 
Put a littl—a tablespoon is enough— 
on his plate. If he eats that ask film to 
have more, but don’t insist. Show your 
pleasure when hé eats his vegetables. Be 
Sure that they are appetizing. Do not 
cook them in so much water that they 
are robbed of flavor. Then salt them just 
enough and add good butter to add nour- 
ishment and to give flavor. For children 
past their second or third year, vegetables 
may be served with a nice, white sauce. 
But don’t make the mistake of using this 
method always. Carrots, for instance, 
may occasionally be served cut up fine 
with butter and salt and again with creamed 
sauce. A little, not rich, gravy, may be 
added to vegetables for children over three. 
Try spreading buttered or cream vege- 
tables on nice little slices of thin toast just 
by way of variety, Don’t be content with 
the conclusion that Your children don't 
like vegetables until you have taken at 
least this much trouble. 

Does my child get too much~ milk? 
Among better, class American children 
there is seldom the chance that he does 
not have opportunity to have enough. But 
because he likes milk vou may make the 
mistake of letting him satisfy his appetite 
with milk instead of a°frixed diet. Few 
children profit by more than a quart of

Bananas All the

ANANAS may not be hked = by 
some persons, but certainly most 
of us find them delicious. And 
they are one of the best friends 
of the housekeeper.

If you cut a strong shoot 
half way Back the shoot is very apt to re- 
main a coarse stub the entire winter, 

The more young growth a plant has the 
more flowers you may expect. It is very 
beneficial to set them in the sink or bath- 
tub occasionally and sprinkle them well. 
This seems to keep them ¢lean and fresh 
looking and they grow and flower bet- 
ter. hs 

As begonias dampen easily, be careful 
every time they are repotted to put plenty- 
of broken crockery in the bottom of the 
pot before the soil goes in. Never over- 
pot them, for that makes weak rvots, and 
they bloom better in small pots. 

Many varieties are quite soft and break 
easily, so it is better to tle them up to 
small stakes, which should be as in on- 
spicuous as possible. Florists $ell them

England still leads in this matter of sane 
dressing for children.
